London, April 21.—‘“We may 
not like Pgemier Mussolini’s meth- 
ods, but, at any rate, he has put 
the fear of God into the Turks.”’

Briand Announces Accord in 
Principle; Expects Defi- 
nite Pact Soon. 


SAFEGUARD CLAUSE OUT 


Paris, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
Premier Briand has informed the 
foreign affairs committee of the 
Senate that an agreement has been 
reached in principle between An- 
drew W. Mellon, American Secre- 
tary of Treasury, and M. Berenger, 
Frenhe Ambassador to the United 
States, for the funding of France’s 
debt to the United States. He said 
that a definite agreement would 
soon -be signed. 
By the terms agreed upon, com- 
mercial and political debts would 
be merged and France would pay 
annuities, beginning at $25,000,- 
000 and rising to %100,000,000, 
until 62 years have elapsed, which 
would be the limit for payment. 
While the “safeguard’’ clause is 
to be abandoned, France’s capacity 
to pay at any time in the future 
might be revised on the basis of 
the amount it was possible to col- 
lect from Germany. The relinquish- 
ment of the safeguard clause 
aroused vehement protest from a 
number of senators but no vote was 
taken since the foreign affairs com- 
mittee did not have the text of the 


agreement. The committee will 
make a pronouncement when the 
bill ratifying the debt settlement 
accord comes before it. 

The safeguard clause had to do 
with France’s ability to meet pay- 
ments agreed upon in case Ger- 
many should default on her repara- 
tion payments.

Miss Wilson, who is vice presi- 
dent of the Child Welfare Commit- 
tee of America, which is sponsor- 
ing the ‘‘New York bill,” made an 
ardeat plea for support of that bill, 
using gestures and words that re- 
minded the audience of her famous 
father. She then gracefully answered 
questions that were addressed to 
her from the audience.

“IT beg of you to try the experi- 
ence of a separate board,” Miss 
Wilson said. ‘‘Under this plan, the 
mothers will be given their pensions 
in a dignified way, in a way that 
will permit them to keep their self 
respect. Hundreds of mothers 
would refuse to apply for pensions 
if they had to apply to a board that 
dealt with derelicts and delinquents.

BLANTON CHARGES 
ABUSES BY FENNING 


Hospital Head Declares 30- 
Day Limit Ignored for 
Inmate’s Sake. 


The efforts of members of Con- 
gress for 20 years to pry the lid 
off of the operations around St. 
Elizabeths hospital met with suc- 
cess last night when Representative 
Blanton, of Texas, put Dr. W. A. 
White, the institution’s superintend- 
ent, through a merciless three-hour 
examination. Appearing before the 
House District subcommittee inves- 
tigating Commissioner Fenning, Dr. 
White testified that approximately 
half of the inmates had not been 
committed by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Under the act of 1875 relating 
to insane soldiers and sailors, it 
was developed, persons are com- 
mitted to the institution by the va- 
rious government departments, the 
public health service, Veterans Bu- 
reau and the Soldiers home. 

In government cases the patient 
is likely to get a jury trial only if 
he has money, in which instance 
there is an “adjudication” in court. 
This means a jury hearing, at which 
two physicians, usually, testify that 
the man is insane and a guardian is 
appointed. The whole proceeding, 
including the jury trial, is perfunc- 
tory, Representative Blanton charg- 
ed, and Crandal Mackey, local at- 
torney agreed with him. 


Seek to Avoid Insanity Record. 


Although the District law re- 
quires that District patients may be 
sent to the institution for 30-day 
temporary commitments and must 
be treated by a court of competent 
jurisdiction after that time, a dif- 
ferent practice has grown up, Dr. 
White testified. 

In numerous instances, he said, 
the commissioners, the committing 
authorities, feel that a patient may 
recover his sanity in a reasonable 
time and in such cases they ignore 
the 30-day limit and let the patients 
remain at the hospital. This is to 
avoid the insanity record against 
the patient, he said. 

Mr. Mackey said he could recite 
numerous abuses under both the lo- 
cal and national practices. He chal- 
lenged the application of‘*the act of 
1875 to veterans of wars, contend- 
ing that they could in no wise be 
classed as members of the coun- 
try’s military establishment. 

Declares White Accused. 


Dr. White said there had been 
arguments, both for and against 
the practice and court rulings. The 
tendency of the government had 
been to get away from the cumber- 
some legal proceedings, with fre- 
spect to its charges, he said. it 
was made clear that he is not re- 
sponsible for the practices, but Mr. 
Blanton paved the way for the 
abuses he alleges it pegnitted in 
Mr. Fenning’s practice. 

The Texan, in fact, made it 
known that Dr. White is also under 
‘“‘accusation.’”’ 

The hospital superintendent was 
taken to task at the outset for his 
statement in afternoon newspapers. 
He said he had come before the 
committee Tuesday night with the 
understanding that. he was to give 
information, but was treated as a 
‘‘criminal before ‘the bar.’’ 

“Tl was treated as a man ac> 
cused,’ he said. 

‘We may as well have an un- 
derstanding,” said‘ Mr. Blanton. 
“You are accused.” : 

Dr. White said the Texan “‘re- 
sorted to every means of cross-ex- 
amination.” 

“I certainly did,’ sh 
Blanton.

oo) F. Colladay, Republican nation- 
al committeeman, denied yesterday 
that he was indicted years ago for 
forgery or that he served time in 
jail as charged in the House Mon- 
day. Colladay made his denial in 
a letter to Representative Fairchild, 
af New York. 

- Mr. Colladay’s letter follows: 

- “IT note by the Congressional 
Record containing the proceedings 
in the House of Representatives of 
April 19, 1926, that you intervened 
fia discussion in which my name 
was mentioned. 

* “The Record contains the inquiry 
py Representative Green, of Florida, 
as follows: 

» “‘T want to know if Colladay is 
the man who was indicted years ago 
in the District for misdemeanors 
and high crimes.’ 

‘Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
answered as follows: 


Answers Forgery Charge. 


- “* ‘He was charged with forgery, 

and was granted $500 bail, and 
was discharged on habeas corpus, 
but finally, on appeal, was remanded 
back to jail; but later he got his 
case nolle prossed.’ 

‘ “The statement that I was in- 
Gicted is false and the statement 
that I was in jail is equally false. 

: “The facts are that more than 25 
years ago a charge was made 
against me by an employe of the 
United States civil service commis- 
sion in the matter of employment of 
@ woman through civil service in 
the government printing office. This 
woman, in her application to the 
civil service commission, had made 
an allegation relating to her pre- 
vious experience which was untrue. 
This was discovered by the civil 
service commission after this woman 
had been in the employ of the gov- 
ernment printing office about a 
year, and the said employe of the 
civil service commission charged 
that I had procured the making of 
the untruthful allegation. My only 
relation to the matter was that this

committed on “nothing more than 
a paper.’’ 

After he had been incarcerated 
for sometime, he got in touch with 
an attorney, who threatened pro- 
ceedings. The corporation coun- 
sel's office then abandoned the 
lunacy charge, Mr. Mackey testt- 
fied, and proceeded on the grounds 
that Greene was a pauper. 

This charge was manifestly un- 
tenable, said Mr. Mackey, because 
the veteran had $1,600 in the bank 
and an income from the veterans 
bureau of $100 a month. A hear- 
ing of this charge was postponed 
eight. times at the instance of the 
corporation counsel, said Mr. 
Mackey, and when Greene’s attor- 
ney finally resorted to a writ of 
habeas corpus, the corporation 
counsel let the whole matter drop. 


Presence of Mother Denied. 


There was an 18-year-old girl 
up for lunacy hearing one day, Mr. 
Mackey related, and she asked that 
her mother be present. The deputy 
marshal said he had delivered a 
subpoena for the mother at a cer- 
tain address, but the girl pointed 
out that the subpoena had been de- 
livered at a corresponding address 
in the wrong section of the city. 
She was committed to St. Eliza- 
beths. It was not Mr. Mackey’s 
contention that this girl was sane, 
but that the local procedure is so 
lax that she was denied at the hear- 
ing the presence even of her 
mother. 

Mr. Mackey said he got one man, 
Robert Lewis, out of St. Elizabeths 
whom Dr. White had classed as a 
dangerous paranoiac, kept him at 
his home several months, looked 
upon him as cultured and refined 
and that subsequently he went to 
war with the rank of lieutenant. 

Getting back to Commissioner 
Fenning, Mr. Blanton charged that 
in the case of Samuel Fizel, world 
war veteran, Mr. Fenning collected 
$1,183 for the years 1920 to 1925, 
although the veteran has been in 
Wisconsin since 1921. 

Representative Schaefer, of Wis- 
consin, was on hand to testify in 
this case, but the committee did 
not get to him. 


Blanton’s Anger Stirred. 


Dr. White sat calmly through 
Mr. Blanton’s examination, which 
was mixed frequently with charges 
and stinging statements. On two 
occasions the superintendent ap- 
pealed to Representative Gibson, of 
Vermont, chairman, against some 
of the remarks. Representatives 
Bowman, of West Virginia, and 
Houston, of Delaware, intervened 
at times and incurred Mr. Blan- 
ton’s wrath. 

At one time Mr. Blanton shout- 
ed to Mr. Houston: 

“Oh, don’t start to protecting 
him this early.’’ 

Dr. White's attitude towards the 
Texan was one of quiet defiance. He 
was unable to “recollect’’ in many 
instances, when Mr. Blanton sought 


woman had handed to me her ap-| 
plication and asked if I could help | 
her, and I sent in the application.

Was Never in Jail. 


“Not for one moment was I ever 
at any time in jail. Neither was I 
ever indicted. After my arrest, I 
immediately sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus and the late Justice 
Andrew Bradley, after full hearing, 
rendered a lengthy opinion, in 
which he held that no crime was 
charged and ordered my release. 
The United States district attorney 
appealed from Mr. Justice Bradley’s 
decision and the Court of Appeals 
reversed the case in an opinion 
written by the late Mr. Justice Bar- 
nard, in which he held that the case 
might properly be presented to the 
grand jury, and if an indictment 
should be found by the grand jury 
then all the questions sought to be 
raised by the habeas corpus preceed- 
ings could be properly raised in a 
further trial of the case in the trial 
court. 

“The case was presented to the 
grand jury in due course, and after 
hearing all witnesses, the grand 
jury refused to return an indict- 
ment. After eight grand juries had 
sat without returning an _ indict- 
ment, through my attorney, I de- 
manded the dismissal of the case, 
and thereafter, on motign of the 
United States district attorney, the 
court dismissed the case. 

“‘The statements herein contained 
can be verified by the court records 
of which I am sending to you certi- 
fied transcripts.’’

Burns Fatal to Woman, 78. 


Mrs, Mary E. Gallaway, 78 years 
old, 647 I street southeast, died last 
night in Emergency hospital from 
burns on the face and body. -Ac- 
cording to police, her clothes caught 
fire Saturday afternoon when she 
passed in front of a gas stove in

There was considerable play 
around the insanity proceedings 
years ago in Alexandria, Va., of 
Gol. W. C. Shelley against his wife. 
Mr. Blanton tried to get Dr. White 
to admit that he had given the 
prosecution a deposition to ihe 
effect that she was insane and that 
subsequently a jury had found her 
sane. Some time afterward, ac- 
cording to Mr. Blanton, the super- 
intendent appeared in another case 
in which Judge J. B. T. Thornton 
was the Commonwealth’s attorney. 


Objects to Technical Terms. 


Mr. Blanton tried to get the 
superintendent to admit that this 
colloguy had occurred: 

“Aren’t you the man who said 
Mrs. Shelley was insane?” asked 
Judge Thornton. 

“Yes, but I was mistaken that 
time.’’ 

“Well, we couldn't 
testimony in this case.’’ 

Dr. White would go no further 
than admit a hazy recollection of 
the name Shelley. Then Mr. Blan- 
ton called Mr. Mackey who testified 
that he had read Dr. White’s deposi- 
tion and that Judge Thornton had 
told of the incident. ‘The hospital 
superintendent, explaining that the 
matter came back to him, proceeded 
to explain his deposition, using 
psycopathic terms. When he had 
concluded, the Texan faced him. 

“Now Dr: White,” he said. ‘In 
your statement to the newspapers 
this afternoon you said you wanted 
an open hearing. Now we have 
given it to you. I want you to ex- 
plain to this audience why you 
could not recollect the Shelley case 
until confronted with the facts. 
Then your Memory serves you to 
go into detail with a lot of dementia 
‘praecoxes,’ paranoids and what 
not?’’ 

The name of Dr. D. Percy Hick- 
ling, District alienist, was brought 
into the hearing. Mr. Mackey said 
Dr. Hickling once told him he had 
testified in 6,000 lunacy cases and 
that not once had testified that the 
defendant was sane.

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TO INSURANCE BILL 
BY MUTUAL AGENT 


Another Conference Planned 
When All-Day Session 
Fails of Agreement. 


MEASURE SUPPOSEDLY 
HAD UNITED SUPPORT 


A. V. Gruhn Holds His Con- 
cerns Slighted in Draft 
for Local Code. 


At the end of an all-day hearing 
on a substitute for the District in- 
surance code bill, drafted by a con- 
ference of insurance company rep- 
resentatives and said to have been 
agreed to by all, the District “com- 
missioners were unable to deter- 
mine whether or not the insurance 


men before them were agreed. The 
insurance men met alone to decide 
the point. They were unable to 
do so and another hearing before 
the commissioners will be held 
later. 

The original proposed insurance 
code sponsored by the  ODis- 
trict superintendent of insurance, 
Thomas M,. Baldwin, jr., was ap- 
proved by the commissioners and 
the citizens’ advisory council and 
was submitted to Congress. 

Opposition was organized before 
the Senate District committee and 
Commissioner Frederick A. Fen- 
ning, on the grounds that the code 
was too long and complicated, was 
induced to recommend to the com- 
missioners that they ask the com- 
mittee to defer consideration until 
the insurance men could thrash 
out their differences. 


Opposes Whole Bill. 


This resulted in a conference of 
insurance men, which held several 
sessions and drafted a new Dill, 
omitting certain items altogether 
and finally submitting a new draft 
as long as the original one. It 
was this draft that the commis- 
sioners considered yesterday in 
public hearing. Several minor 
amendments were suggested by tha 
insurance representatives and then, 
when the final page was reached, 
A. V. Gruhn, of Chicago, arose and 
said: 

‘We are opposed to the whole 
bill.”’ 

He said he represented H. P. Jan- 
isch, general counsel for the mutual 
insurance companies. He added that 
there was included no section re- 
lating to mutual fire and casualty 
automobile insurance companies,

North Carolina, criticized Maj. 
Davis G. Arnold, head of the bu- 
reau’s guardianship service, for not 
maintaining a better check on the 
amount of fees granted. 

Maj. Arnold contended that to 
keep a check such as suggested the 
bureau would have to have legal 
representation at every hearing at 
which fees were fixed, a virtual 
impossibility. 

Representative Rankin pursued 
his questioning into the matter of 
bonds. It was developed that most 
of the bonds which the commis- 
sioner gave in his guardianship 
practice were made by the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty Co., of 
which the commissioner is an 
agent. 


$10,000 Bond Questioned. 

Mr. Rankin took one specific 
case in which $1,500 was involved 
and for which Maj. Arnold first 
said the commissioner made a bond 
of $10,000. Mr. Rankin sought to 
show that the commissioner had 
his bond named this high in order 
that as agent for the bonding com- 
pany he would enjoy a higher com- 
mission. The premium on the bond 
was charged to the ward’s funds. 

Maj. Arnold, however, corrected 
his statement, saying that the 
$10,000 was the amount of the 
present bond, and that more than 
$1,500 might be involved at pres- 
ent. He was directed to get the 
amount of the original bond. 

Representative Bulwinkle pressed 
Maj. Arnold as to whether he did 
not believe it was some one’s duty 
to call the court’s attention to the 
excessiveness of a fee of 10 per cent 
when the guardian has so little to 
do. Maj. Arnold said he had no 
way of knowing what kind of a 
showing the commissioner made to 
be allowed this fee. He could not 
possibly have such matters checked, 
he insisted. 


Fee of $1,117.29 in One Case, 


There was considerable question- 
ing as to whether recommendations 
as to fees made by the auditor of 
the District Supreme court had 
been raised by the court. In the 
case of Henry J. Ahlemeier, which 
was second on the list of war vet- 
erans before the committee, Mr. 
Rankin cited that Mr. Fenning, in 
six instances, was allowed 10 per 
cent and in only one instance was 
the fee held to 5 per cent. The 


total of commissions in the Ahle-’ 


meier case was $1,117.29 . 
“You made no investigation to 
see if any recommendations of the 
auditor as to what the commission 
should be had been changed in the 
court?” asked Mr. Rankin. 

“To do all this we would have 
had to have a bigger force than the 
present 4,800 people.” 

There was a brief flurry in the 
House when Representative Fair- 
child, of New York, sought to have 
inserted in the record a letter from 
E. F. Colladay, Republican national 
committeeman, denying the charge 
that he had served time in jail for 
forgery several years ago. Repre- 
sentative Blanton, of Texas, who 
made the charge, said he had no 
objection, but would demand five 
minutes to speak in connection 
with the denial. When several other 
members arose, Representative 
Begg, of Ohio, voiced objection in 
order not to delay the business of 
the House.

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SOUTHWEST CITIZEN

Unanimously Votes Against 
Withdrawal as Not Being 
Advisable Now. 


WILL CARRY ON FIGHT 
FOR REPRESENTATION 


Renz Resigns as Delegate, 
Protesting Inability to En- 
dure Suter’s Treatment. 


The Southwest Citizens asso- 
ciation yesterday unanimously 
voted to remain in the Federation 
of Citizens association after the 
executive committee, which had 
voted to recommend that the asso- 
ciation withdraw from the main 
body at a recent meeting, now 
recommend that the association non- 
concur in their own action. The 
meeting was in Fairbrother school. 

H Renz, a member of the 
executive committee, in the motion 


the committee’s action, said: 

“I do not believe it is advisable 
to withdraw at the present time. 
We should continue in the federa- 
tion for the remainder of the year, 
and when. another year arrives we 
should let that year take care of 
itself. To withdraw now would 
argue that we are merely sore over 
the defeat of our candidate. Such 
an action would seem childish and 
futile. There is no present hope of 
representation for us—we are shut 
out. But we ought to keep in the 
fight. 


Committee to Carry On. 


In order to ‘“‘carry on the fight’’ 
a committee was appointed to draw 
up resolutions informing the Dis- 
trict commissioners and the House 
and Senate District committees that 
the citizens advisory council is not 
representative of the citizens of 
Washington. It was pointed out 
that the Southwest, with a ‘“‘whiie 
population of 18,000,’’ has no repre- 
sentation on the council whatever. 
The members of the committee are 
George M. Yeatman, presdient of the 
association; H. A. Renz, Frank A. 
Johnson, George L. Dant and Rich- 
ard E. Harris. 

The committee will meet to 
draw up the resolutions at 2 o’clock 
tomorrow in the board room of the 
American Security & Trust Co., 
Seventh and E streets southwest. 

Mr. Renz tendered his resigna- 
tion as a delegate to the federation, 
which was accepted. He explained 
that his action was a protest 
against “‘the czar-like attitude of 
the president of the federation,” 
referring to Jesse C. Suter, presi- 
dent. He added: 


Suter Too Much for Him. 


‘“T am not so constructed that 
I can endure, or rather absorb, the 
treatment which has been accorded 
me by the president of the federa- 
tion. His conduct of the meetings 
has been partisan, and his atti- 
tude toward those who do not 
‘stand in’ with him is czar-like and 
arbitrary.”’ 

Mr. Yeatman reported the cir- 
cumstances of the election of the 
citizens’ advisory council which re- 
sulted in the defeat of Robert 
Strobel, candidate from the south- 
west. Mr. Yeatman said that he 
had been assured the entire year 
that a candidate from the south- 
west would be given a place on 
the council. At the crucial moment 
many of those who had assured 
him of their support failed him, 
he said. 


LANG IS DISMISSED 
FROM POLICE FORCE 


Dragged Wife in Streets in 
Night Clothes Sunday, 
Charged. 


Policeman Richard J. Lang, of 
the Sixth precinct, yesterday was 
dismissed from the police force on 
a charge of conduct unbecoming an 
officer, following investigation of a 
report that Sunday night Lang had 
dragged his wife through the 


streets in her night dress after a 
marital disagreement. 

Lang was dismissed on order of 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse without ap- 
pearance before the trial board, 
due to his status as a probationer 
on the police force, according to 
Lieuts. Hugh L. Groves and Will- 
iam B. Stott, who investigated the 
affair. 

According to the inspectors, 
Lang became enraged with his wife, 
Mrs. May Lang, of 316 C street 
northwest, when Mrs. Lang charged 
her husband with keeping late 
hours. Despite the protests of his 
wife, Lang ordered her .from the 
house before she could put on ad- 
ditional clothes. When Mrs. Lang 
refused to leave, Lang, according 
to the police, dragged her from the 
home to the patrol box at Second 
street and Indiana avenue north- 
west.

Charging that two policemen

The fascist insignia—symbol of 
the new empire—was outlined to- 
night in electric bulbs upon the 
Colosseum, the Arch of Titus, the 
Forums and other relics of the 
Rome of Emperor Augustus, which 
Mussolini desires to see live again 
within the brief space of five years. 


Premier Is Acclaimed. 


It is doubtful whether any Ro- 
man emperor returning from war- 
like conquests in the colonies ever 


attained the popular acclamation 
accorded to Mussolini on this, his 
first great public appearance since 
his triumphal and peaceful advance 
through Italian North Africa. 

The premier sat this afternoon 
on an improvised throne-like plat- 
form between the Arch of Constan- 
tine and the imposing ruins of the 
Colosseum, reviewing 60,000 schoo) 
children. There were no cheers, and 
in- many eyes there were tears. The 
premier’s seat was  surrounded—- 
much after the fashion of the Ro- 
man emperors—by trophies, which 
included gilded crowns amid pieces 
of the ruins of the temple of Venus. 

Grouped around him, symbolic of 
the strengthening ties with the con- 
tinent beyond the Mediterranean, 
which new Italy knows as “our 
sea,’ were detachments of black 
and brown troops from Tripoli, 
Erythrea and Somaliland—dZepties 
on foot, Savaris and Spahis wear- 
ing the brilliantly-colored burnoose 
and mounted on horseback, and 
Meharis on fleet dromedaries. 


Opening of New Era. 

While primarily devoted to the 
birthday of ancient Rome, the day 
was also a celebration of two im- 
portant festivities of modern Rome 


—Colonial day and Labor day— 
which had been transferred from 
May 1 as a sign of the termination 
of the idea of class struggle and 
the beginning of an era of indus- 
trial cooperation for the benefit of 
all classes. The streets and squares 
were beflagged and replete with 
posters and proclamations exhort- 
ing the population to remember 
that today’s complete cessation of 
all regular activities was intended 
to show that, beginning tomorrow, 
the parade epoch was over and the 
work epoch had begun. 

Signor Rossoni, the labor leader, 
addressing representatives of the 
fascist. labor unions, asked the 
workers to give all their strength to 
achieve social peace through eco- 
nomic peace, discipline, valorization 
of the land, development of indus- 
try and cordial relations between 
capital and labor. He promised that 
labor would get farther through co- 
operation with capital than in com- 
batting capital. 


Restoring Old Rome. 


The work of restoring the monu- 
ments of old Rome now hidden be- 
hind medieval and modern build- 
ings, many of them ugly and squal- 
id, was begun with inaugural cere- 


monies at Trajan’s forum, the Mar- 
celllus theatre, the Villa Celimon- 
tanus and the tomb of the Scipios. 
The war dead also were remem- 
bered. King Victor Emmanuel laid 
the corner stone of a‘monument and 
hundreds of wreaths were laid on 
the tomb of the unknown soldier. 
Sports, in which the fascist gov- 
ernment places great faith as the 
developer of the physical strength 
of the youth of the nation, occupied 
the major part of the afternoon. 
The king presided at the opening of 
the Campahnele race track, which 
is considered the best in Europe. 
This evening, with the entire city 
lighted up, a brilliant torchlight 
regatta was held on the Tiber. 


BIRKENHEAD LOSES 
$35,000,000 BY JOKE 


Reason Lord Houston’s Will 
Was Changed Revealed 


in London. 


London, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
Lord Birkenhead, secretary for 
India, is credited by the English 
newspapers with having made the 
in history. 
Birkenhead was once a great friend 
of Sir Robert Houston, wealthy 
shipowner, who died recently, and 
Sir Robert was said to have made 
a will leaving the’ bulk of his for- 
tune, estimated as high as $35,- 
000,000 to Birkenhead.

American Medical Association 
Told of Hopeless Cases 
Apparently Cured. 


OBSERVED FOR 2 YEARS 


Dallas, Tex., April 21 (By A. P.). 
The age-long hopelessness of paret- 
ics may be turned ‘to hope by the 
humble malaria germ. 

The treatment of paresis by in- 
oculation with a serum of this germ 
was the chief subject of a lecture 
which featured the third day of 
the American Medical associations’ 
seventy-seventh annual convention 
here today. 

This was considered one of- the 
most important subjects of the sev- 
eral score papers read in a dozen 
scientific meetings. 

Cases considered beyond the aid 
of any other treatment were re- 
ported to have been restored to 
apparent normalcy, and those of 
milder infection showed surprising 
results, the speakers stated. 

Dr. J. R. Driver, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, reported the results in 79 
patients at Lake Side and the city 
hospital, in Cleveland. Of 65 cases 
in which results were obtained, a 
substantial number became appar- 
ently normal and returned to work, 
although virtually hopeless before 
the treatment. There was marked 
improvement in patients that had 
been given up. Drs. John A. 
Gammel and L. J. Karnosh, both of 
Cleveland, collabordted with Dr. 
Driver in the paper. 

Dr. William H. D. Goeckerman, 
of Rochester, Minn., and Dr. Hans 
Reese, of Madison, Wis., reported 
similar results in the treatment of 
several hundred cases. 

Dr. Goeckerman’s experience cov- 
ered two years, with 100 patients, 
and he said many formerly hopeless 
cases had been returned to their 
usual occupations.

Norfolk, Va., April 21 (By A. 
P.).—The naval court-martial try- 
ing Lieut.

London, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
The little princess daughter of the 
House of York, whose early morn- 
ing arrival disturbed even the slum- 
bers of the king and queen at 
Windsor, was sle€ping splendidly 
tonight, as was the duchess. Ata 
late hour the attending physicians 
announced that no further bulle- 
tins would be issued until tomor- 
row.

The tiny princess, who is the 
fourth lady of the land, ranking 
after the queen, Princess’ Mary and 
the Duchess of York, is said to re- 
semble her mother. She is slight- 
ly below the average weight, but 
the physicians report she is strong 
and healthy. 

The two queens, Mary and Maud 
of Norway, and the king had a 
glimpse of her this afternoon at 
the home of the Earl and Countess 
of Strathmoor, in Bruton street, 
which the Yorks are occupying. 

When the king was aroused this 
morning and informed of the event 
he: became so excited that he could 
not go to sleep again, so he’ made 
himself a pot of tea—as he does 
sometimes—and watched the sun 
coming up over the tops of the 
Windsor hills. 

The queen kept the telephone 
lines busy all morning, inquiring 
after the little miss, third in the line 
of succession to the throne.

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COURT OF APPEALS 
LIMITS THE EXTENT 
~-OF AUM TREATIES 


Do Not Widen Territorial 
Jurisdiction as to Law, 
Says Decision. 

STEPS TO SEIZE SHIPS 
ORDERED DISMISSED 
Pacts With Great Britain and 
Norway Declared Not 
Self-Existing. 


New York, April 21 (By A. P.). 
The effectiveness of the treaties 


with Great Britain, Norway and 
other countries permitting the 
United States to seize rum runners 
at any point within an hour’s sail- 
ing distance of the shore, was great- 
ly limited today by a decision in 
the United States circuit court of 
appeals setting forth that the trea- 
ties do not Make law extending 
the limits of territorial jurisdiction 
as to laws of the United States.. 

The appellate court, in an opinion 
written by Judgé Hough, and con- 
Judges Manton and 
Rogers, dismissed seizure proceed- 
ings brought by the government 
against the Sagatind, a Norwegian 
vessel, and the Diamantina, fiying 
the British flag. 


Seizure Proceedings Start. 


The vessels were seized several 
months ago by coast guard crews, 
15% mfles and the 


- other 22 miles off the Long Island 


- coast. 


They were brought to New 
York and the Federal attorney’s 
Office instituted seizure proceedings 
under the treaties with Norway and 
Great Britain. 

Judge Hough today set forth that 
the government knew the vessels 
to be more than three miles off 
the coast and that ‘‘consequently 
the government's position is and 
must be that between Britain and 
Norway, and the United States, 
theseshave extended the territorial 
application of each and every law of 
the United States useful to prevent 
liquor smuggling to a point meas- 
ured by the speed of any boat.’’

Says Farmers Back Law. 

S. L. Strivings, of Castile, N. Y., 
member of the New York State 
grange, said he represented the 
National Grange. After expressing 
himself as against any lessening of 
the government's attempt to en- 


force the prohibition law, he vir- 
tually said that the farmers would 
rebel if the law were modified. 


Julian Codman, counsel for the 
modificationists, asked who ap- 
pointed him to represent the 
farmers and he replied that a com- 
mittee of three had given him the 
appointment. He admitted that 
section 29 of the Volstead act gives 
the farmer the right to make wine 
and cider of alcoholic content 
above one-half of 1 per cent. 

“We make aie non-fermented 
juice,’’ he said. 

“Doesn't it ferment 
Mr. Codman asked. 

“Yes, in time.” 

‘Isn't a man in the city entitled 
to beer which is nonintoxicating 
in fact if the farmer can have wine 
and cider nonintoxicating in fact?’’ 

There was no direct reply, but 
the witness said the farmers did 
not want section 29 of the Volstead 
law repealed. 

A. B. Bernsteen, United States 
attorney for the Northern district 
of Ohio, with headquarters at 
Cleveland, was the next witness.

The padlock system was working 
well, he said, adding that a single 
injunction had held up the flow of 
350,000 gallons of alcohol in one 
case.

Upholds Jury Trial. 


“Tl think every man is entitled 
to a jury trial,” he said. “If the 
community in which he lives is dry 
juries will convict and he will obey 
the law, If the community is wet 
and doesn’t want enforcement he 
won't obey the law anyway.’’ 

Mr. Bernsteen said $187,000 in 
fines had been collected in the last 
four months. Violations were de- 
creasing, he added, and brought 
forth a newspaper cartoon to illus- 
trate this. 

“Are we going to admit car- 
toons?’’ asked Mr. Codman. 
“Wait till we see it,’’

Mr. Codman pressed the point as to 
the price of Scotch and Mr. Bern- 
steen finally said that his agents 
knew the price, but he gave no de- 
finite figure. The 17,000 cases he 
had previously referred to as liquor 
law violations in his district con- 
cerned only such cases as came be- 
fore the Federal courts. The city 
police of Cleveland handled from 
30,000 to 50,000 cases in a year, 
he estimated. 

William Sheaf Chase, superinten- 
dent of the International Reform 
Federation of Brooklyn, said pro- 
hibition had provided an improve- 
ment in the economic and social 
welfare of the people. 

It is unpatriotic to say the law 
cannot be enforced, he said, -be- 
cause no one can know whether it 
can be enforced until it is given a 
trial. This witness deplored the 
low taste of those who did not see 
things in the light of the new day 
and he assailed the motion picture 
industry which, he said, taught the 
lowest things in life instead of the 
things that are holy.

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GARY ADVOCATES VOTE 
ON ORY LAW GHANGES 


Steel Corporation Head 
Thinks People Will Not Be 
Satisfied Any Other Way. 


HIS PERSONAL VIEW ONLY

Chicago, April 21.—Hlbert H. 


Gary, head of the United States 
Steel Corporation, tonight in an in- 
terview in his rooms at the Drake 
hotel, said that he is in favor of a 
national vote on the question of 
modification of the prohibition law. 
He said nothing to indicate he had 
changed his own dry views, but he 
thought the people should have a 
chance to express their judgment. 
What he said was this: 

“Personally, I would like to see 


this whole question of modification 
of the Volstead act submitted to a 
vote by all the States. I believe 
that the opinion of a majority of 
the people, intelligently and hon- 
estly obtained, should control in 
all such questions as that.”’ 

“Do you mean the question of 
modification through permitting 
the use of light wines and beer?”’ 
Mr. Gary was asked. He replied: 

“Any kind of modification.” 

“I don’t use intoxicants myself.” 
he. added, ‘‘but I don’t think this 
has anything to do with the ques- 
tion.’’ There was an inference that 
the public furore over the question 
could be quieted in only one way— 
a vote on it. 

“Mr. Gary, would you like to 
state flatly whether you are against 
prohibition?’’ 

“IT wouldn’t want to say anything 
more than I have said."’ 

He was asked if he knew whether 
other heads of great industries, 
men like himself, felt the way he 
did; that there should be a vote on 
the question of modification.

JOHN 6, HAMMOND, DIES 


President Studied in His 
Offices Until Admitted 
to Bay State Bar. 


JUDGE FIELD’S’ PARTNER 


Northampton, Mass., April %1 
(By A. P.).—John Chester Ham- 
mond, an old-time New England 
lawyer, in whose office, 30 years 
ago, Calvin Coolidge began the 
study of law, died of heart disease 
today. He was 84 years old. 

After the elevation of Calvin 
Coolidge as governor of Massachu- 
setts and later as Vice President 
and President, Mr. Hammond told 
of the coming of Coolidge as a 
young man to the office of Ham- 
mond and Field. The other part- 
ner, Judge Henry P. Field, of the 
probate court here, still is living. 

In 18965, fafter his graduation 
from Amherst, Coolidge appeared 
at the law office with an Amherst 
friend, Mr. Hammond related. The 
friend did most of the talking. All 
that Mr. Hammond could recall that 
Coolidge said was ‘‘good morning.”’ 

A few weeks later Judge Field 
found a newspaper clipping an- 
nouncing that Calvin Coolidge had 
won the $150 gold medal awarded 
by the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution for the best essay on the 
principles of the Revolution. Mr. 
Hammond and Judge Field ques- 
tioned the young student, who ad- 
mitted that he was the prize win- 
ner. 

‘‘Why didn’t you tell us?’”’ asked 
Judge Field. 

“Didn’t know you'd be 
ested,’”’ explained Coolidge. 

Coolidge remained with the firm 
about 20 months, studying law 
until he was admitted to the bar.

THE ADJUSTMENT WITH ITALY. 
The Senate has complied with public senti- 
ment in approving of the Italian debt settle- 


ment. The practical sense of the public long 


azo expressed its support of the arrangement 
made by the debt commissions of the two gov- 
ernments, and nothing was gained by the pro- 
longed delay in the Senate’s action. 


facts have been brought out which would tend 
to discredit the conclusion reached by the debt 
commissions. 

Strenuous efforts were made in the Senate 
to defeat the agreement because of Signor Mus- 
solini’s attitude and utterances. Some of the 
Italian premier’s fervid speeches have been 
construed to mean that he cherishes aggressive 
plans for Italian expansion. Well informed 
observers of European politics are convinced, 
however, that Mussolini has no thought of stir- 
ring up war, and will go to great lengths to 
conserve peace and foster friendly relations 
with other governments. 

The economic situation in Italy is such as to 
make war ambitions ridiculous. Italy is sorely 
In need of peace and recuperation. Her credit 
is small and her war resources, except man 
power, are insignificant. Unless Mussolini 
were supported by powerful and opulent allies, 
with great sea forces, the making of war by 
Italy would be a move toward national suicide. 
A single pistol shot may start a war which only 
the combined world can stop. Nothing indi- 
eates that Mussolini is “drunk with power’’ 
or “‘war mad,” as his American critics’ have 
alleged. He has been prudent in the economic 
field and has established economies which 
‘would do credit to Calvin Coolidge. His ad- 
ministration has been strikingly successful in 
encouraging Italy to return to work and pro- 
duction. He has designs upon the African 
désert constituting the hinterland of Tripoli, 
but these designs are exactly similar to those 
of Western Americans, who build irrigation 
systems and reclaim arid lands. In this work 
Mussolini is deserving of high praise. The 
creation of productive areas in the African 
desert will offer an outlet for all the energy 
that Mussolini and his countrymen can com- 
mand. An opportunity will be given to the 
surplus population to share in this national 
enterprise. 

The adjustment of the ‘Italian debt should 
now expedite a settlement with France. If 
Italy could bring herself to make a beginning, 
France can do so. The status of the lira and 
the franc tells a plain tale. The practical peo- 
ple of France may decide that the time has 
come to put an end to political juggling with?)

The industrial accident conference which 

the Secretary of Labor plans to be held in 
Washington, July 14 to 16, is intended to 
extend the present scope of cooperative work 
between the bureau of labor and-the various 
State accident boards and commissions, and 
the various industries along the line. of the 
work now being done in the iron and steel 
industry. 
, The bureau of labor statistics is trying to 
collect data on the accidents occurring in the 
establishments from which it secures its em- 
ployment material.

MAKING THE DISTRICT PAY. 

The House of Representatives on Tuesday 
declined to concur in the Senate amendment 
to the Rock Creek-Potomac. parkway Dill 
which would divide the cost of the work be- 
tween the Federal government and the Dis- 
trict. The bill as passed by the House had 
saddled the entire cost of this proposed im- 
provement, some $600,000, on the District. 


Representative Zihlman, of Maryland, chair- 
man of the District committee, sought in vain 
to have the House agree to the Senate amend- 
ment. The bill now goes to conference, where, 
it is to be hoped, the Senate conferees will in- 
sist upon the adoption of the Senate amend- 
ment. 

In protesting against the action of the 
House, Mr. Zihlman pointed out that when 
the project was first authorized Congress had 
provided that it be carried out on a 60-50 
basis. The House, however, departed from 
this original proposal and insisted that the 
District should pay the entire amount. The 
Maryland representative insisted that local 
taxpayers should not bear the whole cost of 
schemes for making the Federal city more 
beautiful, and asked whether Congress would 
require the local taxpayers to pay for a thor- 
oughfare which had beén constructed from 
the Capitol to* the Union station. He also 
wanted to know whether it was in the mind 
of Congress to make Washingtonians pay half 
the cost for land acquired in Virginia and 
Maryland under the plans of the National Capi- 
tal park planning commission. 

Representative Zihlman has shown himself 
to be a good friend of the District of Colum- 
bia. He has endeavored in every way to 
play fair with local taxpayers, and has thrown 


the weight of his influence against the disposi- 


tion on the part of some members of Congress 
to make the District bear the entire cost of 
upkeep of the National Capital. It is possible 
to understand how new members of Congress 
may take the view that the District taxpayers 
ought to pay for the upkeep of the seat of gov- 
ernment, but how men who have served long 
in that body can persist in this idea is beyond 
understanding.

POWER OVER INFLATION. 
The condition of business and the slight 


indications of a tendency toward inflation and 


undue expansion of credit make the state- 


ment of Mr-Adolph C. Miller, member of the 


Federal reserve board, before the House com- 


mittee on banking and currency of unusual 


interest. Said Mr. Miller: 

The power of the board in directing the 

granting of credits is exaggerated in the 
public mind. There is no mathematical 
formula by which it ‘can control either 
inflation or deflation. 
The impression still prevails that the Fed- 
eral reserve board has power to expand or con- 
tract the currency of the country at will, 
and some persons believe that it has exercised 
that power in a reckless and arbitrary manner. 
While the law prescribes that the Federal 
reserve board shall have the right, acting 
through the -Federal reserve agent, to grant in 
whole or in part or to reject entirely the ap- 
plication of any Federal reserve bank for Fed- 
eral reserve notes, it has never exercised this 
right. On the contrary, it has always promptly 
approved every application. 


In its annual report for 1919, the board said: 

Modern business is done on credit. One 
of its life-giving principles is credit. * * * 
Radical and drastic deflation is not in con- 
templation, nor is a policy of further ex- 
pansion. Either course would in the end 
lead only to disaster and must not be 
permitted to develop. * * * There need 
be no occasion for apprehension * * * 
if reasonable safeguards against the abuse 
of credit, are respected. 


Neither the increase nor the decrease in the 
volume of Federal reserve notes outstanding is 
the result of any preordained policy or pre- 
meditated design, for the volume of such notes 
in circulation or the amount of credit granted 
depends entirely upon the activity of business.

DECLINE IN SHIPBUILDING. 


The Department of Commerce reports that 
the decline in shipbuilding is world-wide. On 
June 30, 1924, ships under construction 
throughout the world totaled about 2,616,000 
gross tons. The present total is about 2,010,- 
000 gross tons. Operations on some 79,000 
tons in the yards of Great Britain and Ireland 
have ceased, bringing the net total down to 
about 1,930,000 gross tons. 

Great Britain and Ireland still hold the 
lead, while the United States clings to third 
place, with a total of only 177,000 gross tons. 
However, the United States shows a gain of 
about 50 per cent over its work in hand a year 
ago. 7 

This decline in world shipbuilding. is due to 
an oversupply resulting from the world war. 
Competition has been so intense as to drive 
many ships off the ocean. It is a war of the 
survival of the fittest, or perhaps the cheapest. 
In this the United States merchant marine 
can not hope to survive without some form of 
government protection.

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PROSECUTION OF WAR FRAUDS. 
Congress has agreed to the conference re- 
port on the bill appropriating funds for the De- 
partment of Justice, maintaining the item pro- 
viding money for a continuance of the prosecu- 
tion of war fraud cases. 

The war transactions section of the Depart- 
ment of Justice was organized in May, 1922, 
for the purpose of investigating and prosecut- 
ing war frauds. On December 31, 1925, col- 
lections im cash amounted to $10,009,441, and 
deferred payments outstanding amounted to

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items representing real estate and one item. 
representing common stock in a corporation, 
all of which the départment figures is as good 
as cash. Some of the payments were brought 
about by compromises and others by judg- 
ments. All were civil cases. Of the criminal 


cases, 37 indictments have been obtained, but « 


22 cases have been dismissed. 

For this work Congress has thus far ap- 
propriated $2,700,000. Of this sum about 
$726,907 remains unexpended.’ It will be seen 


that the cost of collections, or recoveries, have | 


been less than 20 per cent of the amount re- 
covered. A part of this expense should be al- 
located to cases in which the courts have made 
no decision, but the expense has been incurred. 
There are 463 cases coming under this head 
still open. They are both civil and criminal 
cases. It is estimated that the expenses of this 
section of the Department of Justice up to July 
1, 1926, will not exceed $700,000. This will 
leave an unexpended balance of about $300,000 
out of the $1,000,000 appropriated by the last 
Congress. 

Prosecutions of war fraud cases did not be- 
gin vigorously until.late in 1922. In February, 
1923, the joint board of survey was created for 
the purpose of making a review of the transac- 
tions involved in or growing out of the late 
war. This joint board consisted of representa- 
tives of the War Department and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. In the first year (1923) more 
than $3,000,000 was coilected, or recovered, 
for the government. 

This work has arisen out of frauds or alleged 
frauds against the government during and after 
the war. Most of these frauds were made pos- 
sible because of the haste in making contracts 
and the adoption of the cost-plus plan. The 
lesson learned is that the government should 
institute measures‘in time of peace to meet a 
War emergency in order to frustrate the 
schemes of those who would try to get the 
best of the government in an hour of stress and 
peril.

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SURPLUS IMPORTS. 

The aggregate value of all British exports 
to the United States in 1925 was $416,686,000, 
and in 1924 was $356,270,000. Before the 
world war British exports to the United States 
averaged about $260,000,000 in value. Thus 
British imports into this country, in value, are 
now more than twice the imports before the 
war. 

Imports from foreign countries have been 
en the increase during the last three or four 
months, until the “balance of commodity 
trade”’ is against the United States. 

One economist says: 


Instead of becoming alarmed or pan- 
icky over a modest surplus of imports, let 
us accept this as a logical fruit of our 
unparalleled wealth and as making for the 
stability of the world. 

This is correct within certain limits; but 
no country can stand a steady adverse com- 
modity balance of trade, unless it has a large 
credit balance in the shape of ocean trans- 
portation service, gold credits and interest 
credits. If a nation buys more than it sells 
in commodities each year, it is tempting -na- 
tional bankruptcy. 

Furthermore, what appears to be an evi- 
dence of unparalleled wealth might in time be 
changed into evidences of industrial poverty 
and disaster. Rapid increase in commodity 
imports is a peril if domestic production is 
obliged to meet unfair competition.

HOUSING THE .DOUGHBOY. 

On Monday the House passed a bill, reported 
from the military committee, which promises 
decent quarters for the men of the army who 
are now housed 


in the temporary shacks 


erected during the world war. These barracks 
are in many instances disgracefully insanitary 


and dilapidated. They were literally thrown 
together in the emergency of war times and 
served their purpose well enough for the time 
being, but in the last eight years have de- 
teriorated faster than they could be repaired. 
But the appeals of the War Department for 
funds to improve conditions went unheeded 
year after year until the recent action of Con- 
gress in authorizing the sale of “surplus real 
estate’’ owned by the department. This au- 
thorization opened a way to secure the remedy, 
in part at least, without increasing appropria- 
tions from the general funds of the Treasury. 
The House bill simply authorizes the depart- 
ment to use the funds received from the sale 
of the lands in question in the construction of 
housing accommodations at the posts des- 
ignated. The total thus made available for 
building purposes is $7,020,000 and will be 
expended in some fifteen or twenty posts: lo- 
cated from the Atlantic coast to Hawaii. 

The bill has yét to pass the Senate, but as 
the chairman of the military committee in the 
upper house, Senator Wadsworth, of New 
York, is understood to be earnestly in favor 
of the measure it is almost certain. that the 
Senate will approve the action of the House, 
and that as a result building operations will 
be started immediately after the beginning of 
the next fiscal year.

the government shall do more and more things for its citizens. 


‘A government that was designed to play policeman and protector has 
been converted into an administrator of all sorts of complicated social

We have, to make the illustration specific, taken Mike Murphy, who 
was an excellent regulator of traffic, and put him in Judge Gary’s chair 
as head of a vast business organization. 

It is nothing against either Mike Mudphy or Judge Gary to say that 
the result has been that Mike Murphys have often proved inefficient 
executives and the Judge Garys have often become the social and eco- 
nomic traffic cops, issuing stop-and-go orders to our national life. 

The real point we are likely to overlook is that if we insist upon using 
as the instrument for administering our social purpose a government 
that was originally designed to play the more or less limited role of 
policeman of our rights and liberties, we should be very open minded 
and deeply interested in the problem of a better and better adjustment 


We must at least stop regarding as a “dangerous citizen’’ the man 
who mildly suggests that maybe the qualities that made Mike a good 
traffic cop are not the qualities that make an effective administrator of 
all sorts of enterprises into which government tends to go. 

Of course, it is our right.to say whether we want our government to 
be a policeman that will protect our freedom to do things for ourselves 
or a vast administrator that will do 
role we give it, we should fit it for that role.

I have never been able to quite 
understand how my mother manag- 
ed to do so much with so little 
money, for we always had enough 
to eat and enough to wear-——always 
enough, but never anything over. 
Nothing went to waste. A suit of 
clothes never wore out; the bad 
places were patched until there was 
nothing left to patch and then it was 
taken apart and made over for a 
smaller member of the family. 

“T faintly remember trimming 
newspaper to cover the _ pantry 
shelves; I distinctly remember that 
light and heat and hot water were 
things to be careful of. Every lump 
of coal gave its full measure of 
heat; when we were through with 
the ashes they were ashes—there 
was nothing in them that would 
burn. 

“The home atmosphere was not 
one of pinching; it was simply that 
everything had to be accounted for 
and waste was a sin. 

“That was the lesson my mother 
taught me.”

‘AUSSO-GERMAN TREATY 


CALLED STEP 10 PEACE 


Will Parallel and Supplement 
Locarno Pacts, Berlin 
Authorities Say. 


NO CLASH WITH LEAGUE 


Berlin, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
The treaty which Russia and Ger- 
many have been negotiating since 


December, 1924, represents an im- 
portant step in safeguarding the 
peace of Europe and does not rep- 
resent an alliance between the two 
countries, it was said here today 
in authoritative quarters. 

The German foreign office, it 
was said, has rejected all sugges- 
tions for binding Germany to the 
east with detriment to her rela- 
tions with the west, and has sought | 
to draw a treaty that will parallel 
and complement the Locarno pacts. 
The treaty, which now is nearing 
completion, does not conflict in any 
way with the Locarno and League 
of Nations regulations, according 
to governmental circles. 

Russia, in Germany’s view, re- 
alizes that she cannot develop with- 
out the aid of western capitalism, 
hence the flirtations with American 
capital and her readiness to dis- 
cuss the czaristic debt with France. 
In the opinion of Germany’s lead- 
ing statesmen, everything should be 
done to strengthen this Russian de- 
sire for accord with the western 
world, since it is by this accord 
that Russia’s gradual evolution 
from communism may be hastened. 

There is considerable resentment 
in Wilhelmstrasse over reports that 
Foreign Minister Benes, of Czech- 
oslovakia, has voiced suspicion that 
Germany will be obliged to report 
to Moscow all confidential negotla- 
tions with other powers and the 
League of Nations affecting the in- 
terests of both. This is regarded 
as nothing short of an affront. 


Negro History Night

brated by the District Baptist 
Young People’s union, auxiliary to 
the general Baptist convention, 
meeting last night in the audito- 
rium of the Florida Avenue Baptist 
church. The address of welcome 
was made by Mrs. Carrie McIntosh, 
and responded to by J. BH. Wash- 
ington. Quotations from negro au- 
thors and composers were given by 
union members and by the congre- 
gation. 

J. W. Pace, director of religious 
education of the general conven- 
tion, discussed ‘“‘Negro Achievement 
in B. Y. P. U. Work.” Dr. Carter 
G. Woodson, editor of the Journal 
of Negro History, spoke on the im- 
portance of conserving traditions of 
the past. A song service was con- 
ducted by E. N. Briadnax, and de- 
votionals by the Rev. W, A. Taylor 
and the Rev. J, E. Burke. 


Virgin Islands Critic 


Of U.S. Is Convicted 


St. Thomas, Virgin islands, April 
21 (By A. P.).—Rothschild Fran- 
cis, negro editor of the Emancipa- 
tor, a néwspaper, who has been a 
strong critic of the present govern- 
ment in the Virgin islands, has 
been convicted and sentenced to 
one year on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. He will appeal. 


Rothschild Francis in 1924 pub- 
lished criticism of the police and 
federal court of the Virgin 
islands as a result of, a street fight 
in St. Thomas. He was sentenced 
to 30 days’ imprisonment and $100 
fine for contempt of court and 30 
days for libel on a policeman. He 
appealed. 

In 1925 the circuit court at Phil- 
adelphia, which heard the appeal, 
affirmed the contempt sentence but 
set aside the libel sentence.

El Aiouan, French Morocco, 


April 21 (By A. P.).—-The repre- 
sentatives of France and Spain and 


the Riffs failed to agree on the 


armistice terms at their conference 
here this afternoon, and the sitting

$5,000,000 Already Paid. 


Italy pays a fixed sum of $6,000,- 
000 a year from June 15 this 
year—this payment having already 
peen made to the Treasury—up to 
and including June 15, 1930. 

Yearly payments then become 
$14,621,250 and increase grad- 
ually, as the interest rate rises, 
until the maximum payment will be 
$80,938,000 in 1987. 

The original principal of Italy’s 
debt was $1,648,000,000. Of this 
$1,000,000,000 represented the pre- 
armistice advances and $648,000,- 
000 postarmistice loans. To this 
original principal was added inter- 
est at the rate of 4% per cent to 
December 15, 1922, the effective 
date of the British settlement, and 
3 per cent from then to June 165, 
1925, the effective date of the Ital- 
ian settlement. The total debt is 
$2,042,000,000. 

Five . other settlements await 
ratification by the Senate. They 
are the settlements negotiated with 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Esthonia, 
Latvia and Roumania. 


War Debt Ratification 
Pleasing to Mussolini 


Rome, April 21 (By A. P.).— 
The first news of ratification by the 
United States Senate of the war 
debt settlement with Italy reached 
here through the Associated Press. 
It soon spread to official quarters 
| and was known at the Plazzo Chigi, 
| where Premier Mussolini gave a re- 
| ception in honor of the delegatés 
to the general assembly of the In- 
| ternational Institute of Agriculture. 

Gratification was expressed to 
ithe American Ambassador, Henry 
| P. Fletcher, and other members of 
the embassy. The Senate’s ap- 
' proval was looked upon as a happy 
conclusion which would lead to a 
new era of closer friendship  be- 
tween the two countries. 

-“T am most happy to hear the 
news,”’ Premier Mussolini declared 
when he read the Associated Press 
message relative to the debt accord. 
“I thank you for having brought 
me the first word of this important 
event.”’ 

The premier had retired early 
from the reception, where he had 
prviously remarked, before know- 
ing the actual facts: ‘‘We already 
have a premonition of happy news 
which is soon to come.”

surviving daughter is a nun, resi-

The French also have been ap- 
pealed to, and are trying to reap 
some benefit. The Turks have sent 
to Paris Ransan Shelah, a powerful 
Druse chieftain, with an offer to 
secure the pacification of the Druses 
in return for the French support of 
Turkey against Italy. It is under- 
stood that France is none too happy 
over Premier Mussolini’s ambition 
to dominate the Mediterranean, and 
it is hoped that they will themselves 
be interested enough to help the 
Turks, diplomatically at least. 

It already is claimed that Pre- 
mier Briand has been able to infiu- 
ence Jugoslavia to demand more 
than the Italians are willing to give 
in compensation. Tne Italians 
promised part of Albania, but the 
Serbs want all, and in particular 
the coast facing Italy, to which, of 
course, Italy is unwilling to agree. 
France also is relied on by the 
Turks to influence Great Britain to 
a friendlier attitude. 

The Turks, it is learned, have 
turned to Russia again, although 
they realize that they need a very 
long spoon to sup with this partic- 
ular devil. Russia would be quite 
willing to help start trouble in the 
Near East, but its price would prob- 
ably be higher than Turkey is will- 
ing to pay.
